cense or tax, it does not change the 
fact that the government does derive 
an

revenue from the traffic, and has never 
authoritativ ely stated that this was 
for the purpose of crushing the traffic 
nor has it had the effect of crushing 
it. 
It will scarcely be denied that the 
idea that the revenue derived from 
this tax. and the state and local li­ 
cense or tax, greatly reduces the vol­ 
ume of general taxat ion, is one of the 
g reatest barriers to prohibition. 
(So long, therefore, as the govern­ 
ment maintains the traffic where it 
has the power to abolish it, and re 
ceives overwhelming support from m e 
traffic where it has no power to sup 
press it, we cannot see t he injustice of 
the claim that the g overnment is 
lending is moral (?) support and is 
in 
that degree responsible for the 
ev i’s that How from the liquor traffic.

1605 the title of Salisbury was broug ht 
into the family, when he was made 
Earl of Salisbury 
J ames, the seventh 
earl, was made marquis in 17*0. 
Sir 
Robert's son. the second enrl. sat in the 
house of commons during the co mmo n­ 
wealth. 
The fourth earl was a Catho­ 
lic and conspired for th« ' restoration o f 
J ames II. 
The first Marquis of Salis­ 
bury served for some time in the co m­ 
mons and w as Lord Chamb« >rlnin from 
17^3 to 1804, a fellow of the Royal so ­ 
ciety and a patron of the arts and sci­ 
ences. 
J ames, the second marquis, was 
lord privy seal in Lord Derby’s first 
administration and In 1838 was lord 
president 
of the council. 
The 
last 
named nobleman, father of the late 
marquis, married the daug hter of Barn- 
ber Gascoyne, a merchant of the city 
of London, and on this side the states 
man J ust dead could claim descent from 
three aldermen of the city. 


l'ht' late Lord Salisbury, who se full 
name was Robert Arthur Talbot Gas 
coy no Cecil, was a second son, and up 
purently not on« * of Ids father’s favor 
iti's, as lie was kept on so meag er an 
allowance that he had to write for the 
newspapers and reviews to maintain 
himself. 
He was successful nt this, for he was 
not «»11 ly well educated and rather deft 
with his pen, but his position as the 
son <d" th« * lord privy seal and president 
of the council cave film unusual oppor 
1 unities for g etting inside information.
